on the personalities of local offi­ 
cials, was read in fed eral cou rt 
tod ay at Bu ckner’s trial on mail 
frau d and conspiracy charges. 
Bu ckner went to the Philip­ 
pines as chairm an of the Phil­ 
ippine Railway Bond hold ers Pro­ 
tectiv e committee. 
Bu ckner commu nicated with 
Lee S. Wald en, Lond on, Ontario, 
banker and a former member of 
the committee, to tell him w hat 
progress he was making. 
McNu tt, he wrote in December, 
1937 , helped him “to obtain ac­ 
cess to v ariou s confid ential re­ 
ports of the U. S. arm y relating 
to personalities of certain Phil­ 
ippine officials, as well as a stu d y 
of the general Philippine psy ­ 
chology .”

Paris, Ju ne 16 (JP)—The French 
su bmarine Phenix with 63 men 
aboard was reported tod ay to 
hav e failed to emerge from a 
d iv e off Saigon, French Ind o­ 
china, after 30 hou rs. 
Nav al officials at Marseille said 
they had confirmation of the re­ 
port bu t the nav y m inistry a t 
Paris insisted it had “no inform ­ 
ation whatsoev er.” 
In parliam ent circles it was 
said a commu niq u e was being 
held u p while the families of the 
men aboard were ad v ised . 
The Phenix is the third d isas­ 
ter su ffered by a su bmarine of a 
m ajor nav al power w ithin a 
m onth. 
The United States nav y su b­ 
m arine Sq u alu s sank with a loss 
of 26 liv es off the New Hampshire 
coast May 23 and the British 
su bm arine Thetis sank with a 
loss of 99 liv es—the greatest d is­

Sev eral Localities 


G ranite, Colo., Ju ne 16 (/P) — 
More than 2,500 weary , smoke- 
grimed 
men 
battled 
tod ay 
against 
the 
Rocky 
M ou ntain 
cou ntry ’s 
worst 
forest 
fire 
scou rge in m any y ears. Approx ­ 
imately 15,500 acres of tim ber 
land , nearly 25 sq u are miles, 
hav e bu rned in the last three 
d ay s. 
Colorad o’s d amage in three 
m ajor fires and three lesser ones 
is the greatest. 
The searing 
flames hav e swept an estim ated 
14 ,000 acres. 
Two New Mex ico fires d e­ 
stroy ed 7 00 acres of timber, an­ 
other in Arizona bu rned * abou t 
500 acres of bru sh land and two 
in Wy oming blackeried another 
25 0 acres. 
So far no loss of life or seri­ 
ou s 
bu ild ing 
d estru ction 
has 
been reported . 
A 50 mile an hou r m ou ntain 
gale whirled the three m ajor 
Colorad o fires bey ond the con­ 
trol of fighting crews of CCC en- 
rollees, WPA workers and v olu n­ 
teers y esterd ay . 
Hu nd red s of trees were blown 
d own by the wind in the Co- 
chetopa national forest, where* 
the m ou ntain region’s biggest 
fire is centered in Hay d en Gu lch 
east of G ranite. 
Embers lifted as far. as two 
miles spread a d isheartening cir­ 
cle of new spot fires arou nd the 
Conejos riv er head w aters abov e 
Platoro in the Rio G rand e na ­ 
tional forest. 
The Hay d en Gu lch fire, sweep­ 
ing arou nd the slopes of Bu ffalo 
peak, has bu rned 9,6 00 acres and 
m ight threaten the m ining town 
of Alma if a wind like y ester­ 
d ay ’s gale strikes again. 
Forest serv ice officials esti­ 
m ated it will take their force of 
7 00 m en three more d ay s to con­ 
trol the blaze. 
A fire in the Gu nnison na ­ 
tional forest north of Lake City 
raged in its fou rth d ay after 
blackening 4 ,000 acres. 
The Platoro blaze seared 200 
acres of fine tim ber stand hood ­ 
ing M ammoth m ou ntain. Forest 
rangers said none of m any d u d e 
ranches in the area is y et thre at­ 
ened . 
While all av ailable v olu nteers 
worked to control a 5 00-acre fire 
in Pu eblo Cany on near Taos, N. 
M., those rem aining in the artist 
colony town had to form a bu ck­ 
et brigad e to q u ell a fire in three 
ad obe hou ses. No artist’s home 
was end angered .

fication of WPA restrictions in 
the $1,7 16,000,000 relief bill d e­ 
v eloped tod ay as a resu lt of pres­ 
su re from the ad m inistration 
and m ilitary grou ps of 
hou se 
members. 
In the face of growing opposi­ 
tion to m any of its proposals, 
the hou se appropriations com­ 
m ittee, which d rafted the bill, 
called an ex traord inary session 
this m orning to consid er w hether 
it shou ld be toned d own. 
The controv ersy complicated 
plans of the hou se lead ership to 
whip the measu re throu gh be­ 
fore nightfall. 
Behind the scenes, some of 
Presid ent Roosev elt’s legislativ e 
lieu tenants were u rging aban­ 
d onm ent or d efeat of committee 
proposals to su bstitu te a three- 
member board for the present 
WPA ad m inistrator and to limit 
WPA bu ild ing constru ction proj­ 
ects to $25 ,000 each. 
Col. F. C. H arrington, WPA 
chief, told reporters late y ester­ 
d ay the cost lim itation wou ld 
“wash ou t m any of ou r best proj­ 
ects.”

Is Newest Plan

W ashington, Ju ne 16 (¿P)—New 
reports circu lated in the senate 
tod ay tha t the ad m inistration 
wou ld ask congress to au thorize 
a large lend ing program before it 
ad jou rns. 
While none cou ld say d efinitely 
w hat form the program m ight 
take, one senator pred icted it 
wou ld be su bm itted in a special 
message from Presid ent Roose­ 
v elt. 
O thers said they were ad v ised 
tha t ad m inistration fiscal ex ­ 
perts were piecing together a 
half-d ozen new lend ing propo­ 
sals. 
Democratic . Lead er 
Barkley , 
howev er, said he had not been 
ad v ised tha t any new program 
wou ld be su bm itted a t this ses­ 
sion. 
It was consid ered certain tha t 
any su ch program wou ld be so 
fram ed as to hav e no effect on 
the regu lar bu d get and wou ld 
not operate to increase the' d i­ 
rect d ebt of the treasu ry . 
Among other things, Senator 
Mead (D-NY), a New Deal su p­ 
porter, m entioned the possibility 
of creating a corporation to bu y 
railroad eq u ipm ent and lease it 
to the carriers on a long-term , 
low -rental basis. 
Mead end orsed a proposal by 
» 
New Deal fiscal ad v isers 
tha t 
congress set u p a fed eral toll au ­ 
thority to finance a big-scale 
program of self-liq u id ating road 
and brid ge projects. 
He said su ch a program wou ld 
create perm anent assets and a t 
the same tim e “take the strain 
off the treasu ry .” 
Mead , au thor of a bill to pro­ 
v id e RFC insu rance on 
bank w 
loans to small bu sinesses, said he 
wou ld present witnesses before a 
senate 
banking 
su bcommittee 
nex t week to “refu te testim ony 
of bankers tha t there is no need 
for long term cred it for little 
bu siness.” 
After a nu m ber of bankers had 
criticized his proposal, Mead told 
the su bcommittee y esterd ay this 
opposition was to be ex pected . 
“The bankers opposed liberal­ 
izing the fed eral reserv e 
and 
gov ernment insu rance of bank 
d eposits,” Mead said . “They op­ 
posed things tha t hav e been a 
boon and life sav er to banks.” 
Senator Frazier (R-ND) and 
Ad ams (D-Colo) protested tha t 
banks cou ld not compete w ith 
the farm cred it ad m inistration 
on farm loans becau se of its lib­ 
eral terms. 
“The gov ernment now is ap­ 
propriating abou t $4 0,000,000 an­ 
nu ally to make u p the interest on 
farm loans,” Ad ams said .

The p resent gov ernor, Gener­ 
al Blanton W inship , has been 
the target of criticism from wit­ 
nesses before congressional com­ 
m ittees ju st as hav e p rev iou s 
gov ernors. Ev ery gov ernor who 
goes down there has two strik es 
called on him before he ev er 
sets foot on the island.

Indianap olis, June 15 (/P) — A 
survey made b y the Farm Secur­ 
ity Adm inistration regional of­ 
fice here indicates, officials say, 
tha t there has b een “m arked 
im p rovem ent” 
in 
the 
living 
standards of some 5,000 Indiana 
farm ers who have received fi­ 
nancial aid through the federal 
agency. 
The survey shows, among oth­ 
er things, tha t the average milk 
p roduction for each memb er of 
the family increased from 
74 
quarts a year to 130 quarts, the 
average weight of fresh and 
cured m eat p roduced for home 
consump tion increased from 47.5 
p ounds to 69.3 p ounds annually 
for each memb er of the family 
and p roduction of eggs for home 
consump tion 
increased 
almost 
50 p er cent. 
Then, too, according to the 
survey the wholesale value of 
p roducts p roduced and consumed 
at home has increased ap p roxi­ 
m ately $ 50.19 a family to an av­ 
erage of $ 199.44 a year. 
The net worth of b orrowing 
farm ers has increased from an 
average of $ 697.80 to $ 927.75. 
Under the governm ent’s reha­ 
b ilitation p rogram 
9,152 farm 
families in dire need have re­ 
ceived loans totalling $ 3,727,071. 
These loans were used to p ur­ 
chase seed, feed, farm anim als 
and equip ment. 
In addition, the survey showed, 
more than 2,062 deb t b urdened 
Indiana farm ers were ab le to 
make adjustm ents with their 
creditors whereb y deb ts am ount­ 
ing to $ 6,346,158 were reduced b y
